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GOVERNMENT FIRM 
WRILE TERRORISM 
DEVELOPS AT PITS 


Troops Are Concentrated 
in Londan’s West End, 
and British Prepare for 
Emergency. 


MINES ARE DESTROYED 
BY ENRAGED STRIKERS 


Lloyd-George Tells Com- 
mons He Will Not Re- 
cede One Iota— Public 
Against Strikers.

London, April 5.—The British gov- 
ernment has spoken the last word 
to the coal miners of the United 
Kingdom. It will neither maintain, 
nor control, nor subsidize the min- 
ing’ industry. 

Lloyd-George, toward the close 
of one of the most memorable labor 
debates in the house of commons, 
‘urew his challenge to the strikin:; 
feueration shortly befcre the ses- 
sion adjourned, after other govern- 
ment leaders had outlined in long 
statements exactly what position 
cabinet was ready to take in the 
crisis. Not a word was spoken 
which might indicate to any de- 
gree that the government will re- 
cede from its uncompromising 
stand. 

Troops Are Active. 

Instead, through the threat of 
military activity and in the im- 
pressive preparations to meet vio- 
lence by a display of force, the 
government is swiftly concluding its 
plans for any emergency, 

The government fs concentratifig 
troops in Kensington Gardens in 
the fashionable west end district, 
supposedly in connection with plans 
to maintain order in the event of 
disturbances. This location was a 
huge supply depot during the rail- 
way strike of 1919 and probably 
will serve as the nucleus for such 
work, if the transport men support 
ihe miners. Soldiers were going 
into camp there today, equipped 
with arms, steel helmets and full 
wartime paraphernalia. The big 
park presented a scene of anima- 
tion with tents going up, lorries 
unloading food and other supplies 
and squads moving at sharp com- 
mands from their officers. 

Terrorism Shows Head. 

And while the triple alliance, 
strike leaders and mine owners 
were waiting the result of the de- 
ate in parliament, the strikers 
themselves were wreaking their 
growing anger on coal properties 
in Scotland and Wales,’ terrorism 
was beginning to show itself, sa- 
botage broke loose, and valuable 
pits were being destroyed one by 
one. 

Outbreaks were reported in the 
various mine fields near Glasgow. 
One colliery was mysteriously 
blown up. 

Seven firemen, attempting to op- 
erate the pumps in a South Wales 
mine, were driven away and clubbed. 
Six pits in this district report 
water pouring in at the rate of 
450,000 gallons. an hour. In one 
mine tle operators were given 24 
hours in which to bring up some 
“g00 pit borses. . 

Pits Rapidly Flooding. 

Three additional Worcester pits 
have been irretrievably ruined, and 
others are rapidly flooding, The 
mining village of Fergus Hill has 
been wiped off the map because of 
the permanent destruction of the 
the popula- 


tion migrating to other towns. Still

Note Says U. S. Conten- 
tions for Equality Under 
Mandates Doesn’t Jibe 
With Oil Policy.

British Rights in Meso- 
potamia Declared Just 
as Strong as U.S. Rights | 
in Mexico. 


London, April 56.—American con- 
tentions for equality of treatment 
for the citizens of all nations in 
mandated territory are held by the 
British government to be “scarcely 
consistent” with the attitude of the 
United States towafd American oil 
interests in Mexico. The British 
view is expressed in a long reply 
to Secretary Colby’s note of last No- 
vember 20 which was made public 
here today. 

The British note expressed agree- 
ment with the argument. that 
world’s oil resources should be open 
for development without ref- 
erence to nationality, but notes that 
an act of the Philippine legislature 
in 1920 reserves development of 
public f@meral lands there “to citi- 
zens of the United States or the 
Philippines.” 

The note, signed by Lord Curzon, 
secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs, was delivered March 1 and

Francé rélating to ‘petroleum. re- 
sources in Mesopotamia. That agree- 
ment Lord Curzon said, was not 
fully uhderstood, it appeared, add-+ 
ing that it “atmed at no monopoly 
or exclusive rights.” 
Pre-War Negotintions, 

The Mesopotamian agreement was 
said by Lord Curzon to be subject 
to oil concessions in the vilayats 
of Bagdad and Mosul granted to 
British interests before the war and 
not to be treated “merely as a mat- 
ter of abstract principle” without 
reference to pre-war negoti»tions. 
Rights acquired in Palestine by the 
Standard Oil company “ars no 
stronger” than these British rights, 
the note added. 

Requests of the American goyY-~- 
ernment that British rights thus 
acquired be disregarded, Lord Cur- 
zon added, was “scarcely consistent’ 
with the attitude “adopted by the 
United States in regard to similar 
United States interests in oil prop- 
erties in Mexico.” 

Quotes Colby Letter. 

Lord Curzon cited Mr. Colby’s let- 
ter of November 25, 1920, to Rober- 
to V. Pesquiera, then representative 
of the new Mexican government in 
Washington. In that communica- 
tion, it said, Mr. Colby “expressed 
particular satisfaction at the state- 
ments in M. Pesquiera’s letter, then 
under reply, to the effect that Pres- 
ident de la Huerta and President- 
elect Qbregon had declared that ar- 
tiéle of the Mexican constitution 
‘is not and must not be interpreted

The ficht to abolish the charter 
boards of the city government met 
a set-back Tuesday when the char- 
ter revision committee of council, 
by the vote of 4 to 2, adversed a 
resolution by Councilman Fred C.

Members of the charter revision 
committee who voted in favor of 
abolishing the boards were Council- 
man Sims and Councilman Wood. 
The adverse report was signed by 
Counc an ara Murphy, Rich- 
ards and Jones. Nutting said 
that he was in favor of doing away 
with some of the charter boards.

Max Deitch, 40 years old, pro- 
prietor of Max’s Cafe at 34 Luckie 
street, was suot twice while in his 
home at 174-B Forfest avenue early 
Wednesday morning. His wife, Rosa, 
43 years old, was arrested by Call 
Officers Barker and McDaniel, 
charged with the shooting. 

Deitch was rushed to Grady hos- 
pital in a critical condition, with 
two bullets in his head. One ‘bullet 
entered just behind the ear, and the 
other pierced, his tample. 


He was in a bed beside that fn 
which his son, Joe, was asleep, 
when he was stot. The son -was 
awakened out of his sléep by: the 
report of the pistol, and found his 


fathers’ bed. soaked in blood and 
the victim bleeding profusely.

The woman admitted shooting her 
husband.’ Thé pistol she used was 
a 32-caliber revolver, which. had 
just. been .renickeled. The apart- 
ment in which they lived fs a beau- 
tiful one. : 

Neighbors’ said ‘that the Deiteh 
family was always quiet, and knew 
of no trouble between the man and 
his wife. Aside from saying that 
her. husband. mistreated her, -Mrs.

She. sobbed convul- 
sively when taken to the ¢ity jaf, 
to which she was accompanied by 
her daughter, Tillie and’ her little 
son, Herman, while Joe went to the 
Grady hospital with his father.

NEVER SAW EMPLOYEE 
OF FATHER’S ABUSED 


Emphatically Denies Re- 
ports of Cruelty—*“I Am 
Satisfied My Father 
Will Come Clear.”

Covington, Ga. April 5.—(Spe- 

cial.)—Declaring that the reports 
of cruelty to negroes working on 
his father’s plantation had been 
greatly exaggerated and that there 
were no stockades maintained on 
the place, Dr. Gus Williams, wearer 
of the British war cross and one of 
the sons of John S. Williams. who 
is on trial here for murder, issued 
a statement to The Constitution to- 
night in which he admitted that his 
brother, Huland Williams, 
negro last fall. 

Since the beginning 
ther’s trial for murder in connec- 
tion with the death of eleven ne- 
sroes on and near the Jasper county 
plantation, the young phvsician has 
remained at. his side as the evident 
counsellor of Greene F. Johnson. 
who is directing the defense. 

And the interview given out to- 
night, Dr, Williams said, was to cor- 
rect the impression that the scars 
and sashes. exhibited to the grand 
jury during its recent investigation 


of his fa- 


| of the case by negroes said to have 


come from the farm were caused by 
his father or brothers. 

Never Saw Emiloyee Abused, 

“I can safely say that I have not 
seen a single employee abused while 
working on our farm.” he stated. 
“The negroes always had plenty of 
food and were paid fair wages. Of 
course, most of them lost what they 


made in ‘skin games,’ but we 
couldn’t help that. All the negroes 
have their ‘skin," and they'll be 


found playing on any farm in the 
State. 

“The negroes that were carried 
before the grand jury came from 
convict camps before being employ- 
ed on our farm, and it is possible 
théy were mistreated there. Anyway 
they didn’t receive all those scars 
and gashes while working for us.” 

“It Is true,” he continued, “thut 
my brother, Hutand, killed a negro 
last year, but he acted in self-de- 
fense. The negro was advanc ing on 
him with a knife, ana my brother 
Killed him to save his own life. 
The negro was later buried in a 
cemetery and a license was secured 
for his burial. So the killing must 
have been reported,’ he stated. 

Three Williams Hoys Absent. 

The three Williams boys, who are 
charged with murders. tn Jasper 
county, were not at the trial Tues- 
day, and Dr. Williams was asked 
why they were absent and if they 
would be present tomorrow. 

“I don't know why my brothers 
were absent today, . he rep'iel. “The 
last time I saw them was Friday. 
I was at the farm Saturday. but 
did not g9 down to thair piaces, 
All of these reports abcut them 
having fled from the site are false 
so far as.I know. 

“About' the mistreatment of ne- 
groes—why I have received. letters 
and telephone calls from I don’t 
how wap? negroes who used _ to 
work on’our place and they always 
ask to be taken back,” he said. 
“Only last night I had a negro to 
communicate with me regarding his 
return to the farm.” 

The physician was asked if he 
knew whether the negro witnesses 
recently seized in raids of the Jas- 
per county farm will testify in fa- 
vor of his father. He replied that 
he did not, but that he had heard 
that several of the negroes objected 
to being removed from the farm, 
when the officers raided it. He also 
stated that he was uninformed on 
the testimony that would be sub- 
mitted by the farmers residing nar 
the Williams b!ace. 

“] am satisfied my father will 
come clear,” he asserted. “As the 
trial progresses everyone will come 
to the same conclusion.”

The receiver was repre- 
sented by H. H. Dean, of Gainesville, 
general counsel for the road, and 
H. Lawson, of Savannah. The fol- 
lowing representatives of labor were 
in the court room: Engineer T. J. 


Adair, Fireman Otto Bird, railway 
employees; American Federation of 
Labor, Barr; shop craft, E. C. 
Smith; of the carmen and clerks, 
F,. E. Thornton: 

It was shown that on February 
15 the president of the road, George 
J. Baldwin, presented in a confer- 
ence with the men, a propesa)] to 
reduce wages to the scale of 1917 
with a 50 per cent increase. This 
offer was rejected by the men in, 
forty minutes, and it was immedi 
ately withdrawn by thé road. The 
next day the railroad went Into the 
hands of receivers.

Hughes Suggests to Nor- 
way That International 
Tribunal Settle Question 
of Requisitioned Ships. 


Washington, April 5.—Suyggestion 
that Norway's claim against the 
United States for ships requisition- 
ed during the war be adjusted by 
arbitration before the permanent 
court at The Hague was made by 
Secretary Hughes April 1, In a note 
to Minister Bryn, of Norway, here, 
it was learned tonight. At pres- 
ent a special Norwegian commission 
is on its way here for the purpose 
of reaching a settlement of the 
claims. 

Chairman Benson, of the 
Ping board, explained tonight that 
an allowance of $14,157,000 was 
made by the board for a number 
of contracts for ships under scon- 
struction in this country for Nor- 
wegians, which were taken over by 
this government during the war and 
compieted. Norway, however, it was 
said, éxpressed dissatisfaction with 
the amount, contending that allow- 
ance should be made for the speciu- 
lative value of the contracts, dueto 
the increased price of tonnage dur- 
ing the war. The board refused to 
accept the argument and referred 
the question to the state depart- 
ment for adjustment.

Washington, April’ 5.—Rene ~ Vi- 
viani, now on a mission to the Unit- 
ed States as an envoy extraordinay 
of France. was the guest of Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Harding at a dinner 
given in his honor at the white 
house tonight.

In discussing this and other vital 
matters incident to the present con- 
ferences being held here with gov- 
ernment officials, Colonel Jordan 
last night issued to The Constitu- 
ition exclusively the following gen- 
eral statement: a 

Jordan’s Statement. 

“T received a wire from Secretary 
Hoover, of the department of com- 
merce, last week to come on here 
for a conference with him last Fri- 
‘day regarding the present cotton 
situation in the south and to dis- 
cuss plans relative to financial re- 
lief through the co-operation of the 
War Finance corporation. We dis- 
cussed the situation fully in confer- 
ence at his office last Friday aft- 
ernoon. On Saturday by special ap- 
pointment I was received by Presi- 
dent Harding, who gave me a most 
cordial hearing and promised ,the 
full machinery of the government 
to relieve the present crucial situ- 
ation among the farmers of the 
country. 

“I joined Secretary Hoover again 
Monday morning and went with him 
to the meeting of southern bankers 
with the war finance’ board. I 
think the plans which are now in 
contemplation by Secretary Hoover 
and the war finance board to pool

“Exports of cotton will necessari- 
ly be limited for the next few 
months owing to the economic and 
political conditions in European 
countries, but I most heartily ap- 
prove. the development of our for- 
eign trade relations even on a small 
scale. 

Acreage Cut Essential. 


“No matter what is done by the 
governmental machinery the neces- 
sity for a heavy reduction in the 
eotton acreage this year will be just 
as vital. If more than half a nor- 
ma! crop of cotton is grown in 1921 
it will prove disastrous to the en- 
tire cotton belt. 

“One thing is certain. The cot- 
ton tnterests of the south can de- 
pend upon the full co-operation of 
the present administration at Wash- 
ington. Provided the cotton .grow- 
ers, merchants and bankers will do 
their part the machinery is here to 
render al} helpful co-operation, and 
the War Finance corporation is 
fully prepared to do its part in ex- 
porting cotton to European coun- 
tries. Through the co-operation of 
southern bankers and export cor- 
porations exports will develop slow- 
ly but surely. 

“If only a small cotton crop is 
produced this year I feel that with 


government our difficult problems 
will be solved upon a satisfactory 
sis. 

“The second world cotton confer- 
ence will be held at Manchester, 
England, June 13 to 22. Several 
hundred American delegates’ will 
leave New York for Liverpool on 
June 1, a number of them being 
representative appointees on behalf 
of the American Cotton association. 
We thought it would be a splendid 
idea to assemble all the delegates 
and other representatives of the 
eotton industry in conference at 
New York on May 30 and 31. The

with which to kill Alexander in 
ease of trouble. 

Negro Admits Lyireg. ' 

Reuben Arnold, gounsel for. de- 
fense, was cross-examining Slaton 
when he admitted having lied. The 
attorney asked: 

“Didn't you testify that Cap Chura 
had asked you for a pistol or, had 
borrowed a pistol from you?” Cap 
Churn was a negro farm hand of 
Connell’s. : 

“Yes, sir, ] told that to the grand 
jury. I was staying with Mr. Wil- 
tard Connell and they told me to 


tell that to the grand jury. I told 
it to save myself,” the negro re- 
plied. He said that that statement 
was not the truth. 

Slaten later repeated that he had 
acted under the influence of Con- 
nell and others in giving the tes- 
timony, and said also that he told 
his first story in Pike county to 
save himself until he coulda getaway 


had not repudiated the testimony 
before, Slaton said that he was

Washington, April 6.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire)—The announce- 
ment of a plan to organize a “Pom- 
erene Bank” in the cotton belt to 


function in co-ordination with the 
recently organized “Edge Bank” at 
New Orleans and the war finarice 
corporation, the three to promote 
the exportation of cotton through 
the extension of desired credits to 
Europe, has naturally caused a 
widespread interest in a clearer and 
more definite understanding as to 
what is meant by ‘Edge Bank,” 
“Pomerene Bank,” etc. 


Secretary Hoover, in outlining the 
determination of the government,’ 
through its present established 
agencies and by authority of exist- 
ing laws, to assist inthe recreation 
of across-seas markets for cotton, 
told the southern bankers that the 
three available instruments’ with 
which satisfactory credits could be 
extended to European and other for- 
eign nations empoverished by the 
problems. of post-war  reconstruc- 
tion, were: 

1. The War Finance corporation, 
recently fe-established for the pur- 
pose. 

2. The Edge act, and 

3. The Webb Pomerene act. 

He did not include in his named 
agency forces the federal reserve 
system because financia] institu- 


tions created under the Edge act, as 
for instance, the recently organized 
Federal International Banking com- 
pany, of New Orleans, in which 
prominent Atlanta bankers took an 
active part, are in reality a part of 
the federal] reserve system, such An- 
stitutions being, by provisions of 
the law, under the direction of the 
federa] reserve board, 


To clearly understand the situa- 
tion, and the technique of the pro- 
posed remedy, therefore, one must 


realize the fact that European na- 
tions want to buy American cotton 
but have neither the money to pay 
cash nor the liquid short term credit 
to buy qn regylar bankable paper, 
even though, without government 
aid, such paper could be discounted. 
At the present time such is not pos- 
sible. 

European nations are anxious to 
buy cotton on from nine to twelve 
months, letting the title remain in 


the American exporters throughout 
the process of milling, and with

Bach corporation organized under 
its provisions shall have power, un- 
der rules and regulations prescribed 


by the federal reserve board, to 
purchase, sell, discount and nego- 
tiate, with or without its indorse- 
ment or guaranty, notes, drafts, 
checks, bills of exchange, accept- 
ances, including bankers’ accept- 
ances, cable transfers, and other ev- 
idences of indebtedness; to pur- 
chase and sell, withor without its 
indorsement or guaranty, securities, 
Including the obligations of the 
United States or of any state there- 
of to accept bills or drafts drawn 
upon it subject to such limitations 
and reStrictions as the federal re- 
serve board may impose: to issue 
letters of credit; to purchase and 
sell coin, bullion and exchange; to 
borrow and to lend money: to issue 
debentures, bonds and promissory 
notes under such general conditions 
as to security and such limitations 
as the federal reserve board may 
prescribe, but in no event having 
liabilities outstanding thereon at any 
one time exceeding ten times its

It. is perfectly ‘clear, -therefore, 
that any institution organized un- 


der this law cannot assist in finan- 
cing the American producer’of cot- 
ton, for instance, or the domestic 
pooling of any number of bales for 
export. 

Under this Edge law the Federal 
International Banking company was 
recently organized in New Orleans. 
R. F. Maddox and Johnn_ K. Ottley, 
of Atlanta, are directors. It {s cap- 
itaiized at $7,000,000 and nas ali- 
ready assisted in the financing of 
15,000 bales to Europe through a 
private export association. 

For any mammoth movement of 
cotton abroad, however, and cer- 


tainly one large enough to re-es- 
tablish the European markets and 
to become a potential] factor in cre- 
ating a satisfactory selling price, 
there must be established an inter- 
linked financial organization that 
is clothed by law with the author- 
ity to pool the product in this coun- 
try for export in sufficiently large 
Quantities to make the operation 
worth while. 

Such an organization, working in 
conjunction with the institution or- 


ganized at New Orleans thereupon, 
could be amply provided with cap- 
ital by the war finance corporation, 
which in turn can issue government 
certificates. 


But there is no such institution 
clothed with that authority, and it 
has been found to be the actual 
missing link in the scheme of eco- 
ordination to re-establish cotton ex- 

In the meantime, the Webb-Pom- 
erene law in the statutes, and 


provides for the organization of 
just such institutions 


Quoting. fromthe act, it provides 
that nothing contained in the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, that is, the law 


protecting trade against unlawful 
reStraintS and monopolies, “shall be 
construed as declaring to be illegal 
an association entered into for the 
sole purpose of engaging in export 
trade and actually engaged solely in 
Such export trade, or an agreement 
made or act done in the course a! 
export trade by such association, 
provided such association, agree- 
ment or act is not in restraint of 
trade within the United States, and 
is not in restraint of the export 
trade of any domestic competitor of 
Such association: and provided, fur- 
ther, that such association does not, 
either in the United States or else- 
where, enter into any agreement, 
understanding or conspiracy, or do 
any act which artificially or inten- 
tionally enhances’ or _ depresses 
prices within the United States of 
commodities of the class exported 
by such association, or which sub- 
stantially lessens competition within 
the United States or otherwise re- 
strains trade therein.” 

This law, therefore, was cited and 
classified by Secretary Hoover as 
one of the triumvirate of instru- 
ments that would interlink together 
with the war finance corporation 
and the Edge law, already anal- 
yzed, in making a composite work- 
ing force to re-establish pre-war 
foreign trade through government 
co-operation. 

At the meeting of cotton belt 
bankers here yesterday, it was ten- 
tatively agreed that this misSing 
link shall be provided at once, and 
with it the plan for exporting cot- 
ton to Europe to the \ful) extent of 
Europe’s demands may be shortly 
amply financed. Steps towards the 
organization of a Webb-Pomerene 
institution, therefore, have already 
been taken. 

There must be more than the 
three major links to the chain, how- 
ever. Co-operation on the part of 
producers to so hold down produc- 
tion in 1921 as to make the present 
“carry over” and the 1921 crop not 
greater in the aggregate than one 
season's usual normal production, 
is a fourth link, that must be sup- 
plied to make the completed chain 
of workable value. 

The question may be asked, what 
part do the various banks of the 
south take in this movement, jf the 
financial system for re-establishing 
foreign trade in cotton is confined 
to the three functioning institu- 
tions, namely,the war finance cor- 
poration, the “Edge bank’ and the 
“Webb-Pomerene corporation.” 

It must be understood that these 
two latter institutions represent, in 
their entirety, co-ordinated bank 
capital and energy. BPanks pool 
their individua] interests through 
these functioning heads in the com 
posite system. The Edge bank, in 
New Orleans, which is the nucleus 
ofthis whole plan is, to illustrate, 
owned by 1,308 banks in the cotton

Will Be of Great Bénefit. 

Those who have investigated the 
operation of municipal markets in 
other cities say that ho enterprise 
could be of more benefit to At- 
lanta. It is declared that consum- 
mation of the project will not only 
be of great help to housekeepers, 
but will reduce the cost of living 
and provide a place where the truck 
growers around the city can readily 
dispose of their products. ‘Statis- 
tics from other cities show that the 
enhancement in the value of lands 
around the cities having publie mar- 
kets had increased from 25 to 200 
per cent. 

Another argument advanced by 
those who are enthusiastically be- 
hind the plan is that’ the proceeds 
from the rental of stalls in the mar- 
ket each year wil] retire the bonds 
which it is proposed to put on the 
property and also pay the annual] 
interest. Mayor Key has been work- 
ing in conjunction with a number 
of prominent citizens on the matter 
for some time, The committee of 
the Civitan club having the matter 
in charge for that organization is 
composed of James lL. Gan, ¢ ia‘ 
man; Norman C. Miller and Wade H.

Veterans of two of America’s eae Sipe Pig 
wars met in Atlanta yesterday. a ee 
For ,the first time in the history 
ofthe Home for Confederate Vet- 
erans, it was visited by an official 
delegation of the American Legion. 
In the park of tender greehs, vet- 
erans of the world war clasped 
hands and swapped yarns with 
confederate veterans. And, within 
a few moments after their reception, 
the veterans, with arms laid affec- 
tionatelyandin mutual admiration, 
across each other’s shoulders, were 
strolling about the lawn of the spa- 
cious grounds, relating more inti- 
mate detail of their separate ca- 


reers.

The commons adjourned Tuesday 
evening, leaving thé impression on 
those who watched the day-long de- 
bate that the government is deter- 
mined to so through with its pol- 
icy of resistance to the strike, and 
the conviction that all the logic and 
all the pleas of the government's 
opponents would not -force Lioyd- 
George to concede a single point. 

Foliowing the outline of the cab- 
inet’s position by Sir Robert Horne, 
who as president of the board of 
trade has conducted the previous ne- 
gotiations, the debate proceeded in 
an aimless fashion. 

Sir Robert declared that the sit- 
uation was unusually serious, com- 
ing after a winter of depression in 
all industry, and at a time when 
industrial activity was just begin- 
ning to reawaken. He said that the 
recent strike had enabled America, 
for the first time in history. to go 
to Europe for big coal orders. 

“I am merely stating the incon- 
testable facts,” he declared. 

Calls It “Stoppage.” 

The speaker characterized the sit- 
uation as a “stoppage” rather than 
a strike, nen apts tacitly admitting 
the taborites’ point that it was both 
a strike and a lockout. He refused, 
however, to comment on the mer- 
its of the case, either from the 
standpoint of the miners or of the 
employers. 

He pointed out, however, that the 
miners are fundamentally striking to 
win’*a government subsidy “which 
is impossible.” 

“The truth is,” he said, “that the 
country is passing through the 
greatest difficulties that trade and 
industry ever encountered.” 

His conclusion was a plea to min- 
ers and owners to-arbitrate from a 
seund economic basis which would 
not involve government subsidies. 

John R. Clynes, speaking for the 
laborites, resented the implication 
that the miners had caused a loss 
in British exports, and insisted upon 
the retention of “the hard-won prin- 
ciple of national bargaining.”’ 

When he declared that the pro- 
posed wage reductions were “out- 
rageous,” however, he provoked a 
storm of laughter in the house. 


Asquith With Government. 


Herbert H. Asquith, opposition 
leader, was apparently unable to 
find any ground on which to attack 
the government, for he declared that 
although it was a difficult problem, 
he must personally indorse the con- 
tention of Horne that subsidy was 
impossible. He agreed that it was 
a national duty to preserve the 
mines. 

J. H. Thomas, moderate laborite, 
declared that his party felt the xov- 
ernment was guilty of breach of 
faith in giving up control of the 
mines at this time, instead of wait- 
ing until] August. 

Jebate in the house of lords took 
a similar tone, Lord Curzon stan4- 
ing definitely against compromiseor 
subsidy, and declaring that the mat- 
ter had ceased to be a question cf 
wages, but was now a state policy 
affecting every industry in the 
country. 

Curzon declared that the govern- 
ment ¢ould not yield to such a men- 
ace as the triple alliance threats, 
which, he said, “might easily de- 
velop into a national convulsion.” 


Holise Red Flag. 


Rioting broke out tonight in con- 
nection with the coal strike in Cow- 
denbeath in Fifeshire, Scotland, ac- 
cording to a Central News dispatch 
from Dunfermline. 

The police attacked the strikers 
with batons, but the strikers hoisted 
the red flag and beseiged the po- 
lice station. The situation is as- 
suming a critical aspect, the dis- 
patch says. .

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Inflow of Gold Brings 


Improvements in Loans 


BY R. L. BARNUM 


New York, April 5.—There was a much better tone to today’s 
stock market. Prices opened high, advanced in the first hour, sold 
off and then again advanced in response to news of further gold 
coming from abroad and a reduction in the rate for call money to 
the lowest level in many a long day. The opening rate for call money 
was 6 per cent, but 5 1-2 was touched shortly after noon. Early in 
the year call money loaned unofficially, that is off the stock exchange, 
at 4 12 per cent; for several days past while the stock exchange rate 
has been down to 6 call money was loand by banks and trust com- 
panies directly to brokers at 5. There was also an easing today in 
time money rates, some loans being places at 6 3-4 and 6 1-2 against 
the long standing 7 per cent rate. 

; “4 day Wall street is realizing more and more the importance 
of the heavy inflow of gold from all parts of the world. So far this. 
year we have obtained in the neighborhood of $130,000,000 against 
last year’s total receipts of $96,000,000 and last year our gold re- 
ceipts were large owing to the payment of the $500,000,000 Anglo- | 
French loan. Beyond question our financial and industria] relations 
with the rest of the world are béing changed by this heavy inflow 
of gold. Today’s cables reported that the Olympic would sail this 
week with $1,500,000 of gold aboard coming from India. It would 
take a list a yard long to show the various countries from which we 
have already received gold this year. Every million of gold received 
and held means that the lending power of the Federal Reserve banks 
can be expanded approximately ten times. | 

Rumors were heard here today that either in his opening message 
to congress next week or in a separate message to follow devoted en- 
tirely to the railroads, President Harding will secommend a 20 per 
coo reduction in railway wages and a 20 per cent cut in freight 
ratés.

President Erskine issusd 
a statement after the meeting denying that he and Chairman Fish 
aud other interests (meaning Durant) had obtained control of the 
company. Well informed Wall street, however, is of the belief that 
Durant and Charles W. Schwab both are going to be elected directors 
of Studebaker within the near future. There are also the very best 
reasons fcr believing that actual contro] of Studebaker is now in a 
certain office not a great way from Wall and Broadway and that 
Durant is now a powerful factor in the company’s affairs. 

President Erskine stated that the sales for the first quarter of 
1921 had exceeded expectations: that dividends for both the preferred 
and common stock had been more. than earned; that during March 
$2,500,000 .bank loans had been retired bringing the tota] bank in- 
debtedness to $7,000,000 with the cash balance at $5,000,000; that col- 
lecticns were exceeding disbursements, and that bank loans would be 
liquidated before the summer is over. 

General Motors directors met long after the close of the stock 
market and around 4 o’clock announced that the regular 25 cents a 
share dividend had been declared on the common stock. Tiis is 
what W4qll street had expected. 

Today's London cables report that Sir Robert Horne, the new 
chancellor of the exchequer, has included in his budget for the year 
approximately $200,000,000 for payment of interest on the British 
debt to the United States. So far we have received no interest on 
the $10,000,000,000 loaned by our government to other countries during 
the war. If England does decide that the time has come when this 
interest should no longer be postponed it will mean that there has 
been a decided improvement in her financia] position. 

It was learned today that the Frick estate has succeeded in mar- 
keting two-thirds of its 100,000 share holdings of Pennsylvania and in 
banking circles the prediction that Pennsylvania would reduce its 
quarterly dividend rate on April 24 was repeated. Despite the heavy 
inside seliing that has been going on in Pennsylvania, it is possible 
that the d!rectors who are opposed to a dividend reduction may win 
out. Much depends on the cash holdings of the company and the labor 
and traffic outlook at the time the dividend meeting is held. It takes 
$29,000,000 or $7,480,000 a quarter to pay Pennsylvania’s dividend. Of 
that sum $26,094,000 is obtained in the form of interest and dividends 
on the securities held of subsidiary companies. If Pennsylvania does 
cut its dividends similar action undoubtedly will be taken by sub- 
sidiary companies. Such action will certainly upset the whole market 
for railroad stocks. Pennsylvania directors have a well-earned repu- 
tation for looking far into the future and its policy is usually followed 
by other railroads. That is why a dividend reduction at this time 
would upset railroad stockholders. 

On April 25 out-of-town partners of firms belonging to the New 
York Stock Exchange will hold a meeting here to bring about closer 
co-operation. This is a new departure and much good is expected to 
result. One of the subjects to be discussed, the meeting may run sev- 
eral days, deals with odd lots. There was a time when the house 
handling odd lot was considered a “piker.” But that is no longer 
true. Today something like 50 per cent of the daily business handled 
is in odd lots representing orders from all parts of the country. It 
is being realized more and more that odd lot investments are an im- 
portant factor in the country’s political, finangia] and industrial wel- 
fare.

LOW MONEY RATES 
BROADEN MARKEI 


List Goes Rapidly For- 
ward, With Oils and 
Motors Leading in the 
Advance. 


New York, April 5.—Relaxation 


of money rates infuse! a firm to 
strong undertone to the broader 
stock market today, many of the 
favorite issues, particularly those 
comprising the speculative groups, 
registering gross gains of one, to 
nearly four points. Prices were ir- 


regular and uncertain at the outset, 
Some of the stocks, in fact, display- 
ing marked heaviness. The list 
went rapidly forward, however, 
after call money opened at 6 per 
cent, establishing the minimum 
initia] rate since January 2, last, 
and . sing to 5 1-2 per cent later. 

In the open market demand 
money was freely obtainable at 56 
and even 4 1-2 per cent. Rates 
for time funds were mixed, 60 to 
90 day loans being negotiated at 
as low as 6 1-2 per cent while bank 
acceptances and discounts were un- 
altered. 

Other hopeful developmnéts of 
the session embraced the resump- 
tion of operation by one of the 
largest independent steel mills in 
the Ohio district and several better 
statements of earnings by leading 
railroad systems. These were oft- 
set in a measure by the omission 
of the Kelly Springfield tire com- 
mon cash dividend and cables 
which indicated an extension of the 
British coal strike and signs of 
acute financial disturbances in 
Holland. 

Foremost beneficiaries of today’s 
stock market movements were the 
Oils, motors and their subsidiaries, 
steel and railway equipments. Un- 
classified issues profited to a more 
moderate extent, the entire list 
reacting 1 to 2 points from top 
prices in the final. hour, when 
Sumatra Tebacco reacted 6 1-2 
points, closing at a net loss of 1 1-4. 
Sales amounted’to 585,000 shares. 

Notwithstanding industrial and 
economic unsettlement, British, 
French and other important fofeign 
rates ef exchange were variably 
higher.

THROUGH COUNTRY 
IS ON INCREASE 


The building of homes is increas- 
ing and the important factor to the 
Jumber trade is that this increase 
is evident in almost every section 
of the country and is as natinonal 
in scope as the housing shortage, 
says the American Lumberman of 
Chicago. I1t ig true that much of 
the building is still in the “figur- 
ing” stage, but sufficient is de- 
veloping to make safe the assertion 
that this is going to be a good year 
unless the building movement is 
later curtailed by strikes, excessive 
‘wage demands, shortage of ma- 
terials or increases in the price of 
materials. Building wages in many 
places are being cut; in some cases 
by the men themselves and in some 
cases by the builders who refuse 
to pay peak wages. The construc- 
tion of simple homes, suitable for 
people of ‘small means, leads in 
volume. A large part of the early 
building is being done by the 
builder who builds to sell at a 
profit. Such builders watch the 
market very closely and are always 
the leaders in starting a building 
boom. As illustrative of operations 
of this sort may be cited the case 
of a Chicago company which is 
build.irg 200 homes to sell for 
$3,850, payments to he made on 
very -sy terms. It is significant 
that most of these houses are to 
be built of wood.

ON COTTON SITUATION 


New Orleans, April 5.—(Special,)—Ap- 
parently the British labor troubles is the 
only thing against the cotton market at 
the moment, but as the situation in Eng- 
land is evidently serious, it is overshad- 
owing all other features for the present.

A development of importance ig noted in 
a press report to the effect that Russia is 
conforming with the demands of the United 
States by returning factories back to their 
foreign owners, which was exacted by 
Ainerica before peaceful trade relations with 
Russia would be entertained.

GUTTON ESTIMATES 


SHOW AGREAGE CUT! 


Washington, April 5.—Reduction 
of acreage and difficulty of farm- 
ers in some sections in financing 
this year’s cotton crop are described 
in reports to the bureau of crop 
estimamtes, made public today. 

Arkansas reported “an effort” be- 
ing made to reduce acreage and 
dry weather was said to have check- 
ed planting in Florida. 

A cut in acreage from 25 to 50 


per cent was said to be "planned in 
some localities in Georgia. Much of 
the crop of last year still remains 
in the hands of the growers, and 
boll weevil was reported on the 
ground in many localities. Louis- 
iana planting was declared to have 
been interfered with by heavy rains, 
while Missouri reported reduction 
in acreage. 

Recent reduction in Prices of fer- 
tilizers “may lessen” the prospective 
decrease in acreage,” said a report 
from North Carolina, while Arizona 
Said acreage reduction was fully 
one-half, with the bulk of last 
year’s crop still in the hands of 
the farmers, who were said to be 
finding it difficult to finance this 
year's “operations. 

A reduction of one-half acreage 
was indicated in California, and New 
Mexico sent similar information. 


GENERAL MOTORS 
SEES PROSPECTS 
FOR IMPROVEMENT 


New ie April 5.—Net earnings 
of the General Motors Corporation 
for the year 1920 totalled $47,248,- 
382, us against the previous year’s 
high record of $91,182,22 accord- 
ing t» the annual] sien of the 
corporation which goes to. the 
stocKholders Wednesday. 

Of this amount, $3,894,000 went to 
the government in federal taxes, 
leaving $29,117,722 to be divided 
amoung stockholders, and $14,236,- 
660 to be retained in the business. 

The net sales of the corporation 
for the year were $567,320,603 or 
an increase of more than $57,000,000 
over the previous year. ‘The net in- 
come was $93,150,308, from which 
there was deducted $47,766,787 to 
cover federal taxes, to write down 
inventories, for depreciation 
plants, and for amounts written off 
in connection with the corpora- 
tion’s policy of assisting its em- 
ployees to buy théir own homes. 

The report declares that the 
motor car business, in common 
with other lines of business, sut- 
fered acutely during the last four 
months of the year, and that de- 
mand for the company’s products 
was sharply curtailed in September. 

This duliness has continued in 
the early months of 1921, the re- 
port continues, “But there is evi- 
dence that the year will show a 
substantial recovery and a reason- 
ably satisfactory business with the 
foundation well laid for future 
prosperity. , 

The company shows current 
assets of $259,335.577, and _ total 
assets of .$604,806,868, against cur- 
rent liabilities of $114,702,871. 


WINTER WHEAT 
IN FINE SHAPE, 
DESPITE COLD 


Washington, April 5.—The condi- 
tion of winter wheat throughout 
the country is “generally § favor- 
able,”’ says a department of azpzri- 
culture review of domestic crop 
conditions. Damage to the _ crop 
from the recent freeze was said to 
have been “negligible” and very lit- 
tle winter killing reported. 

Corn planting was reported in full 
progress in the southern _ states, 
with good stands obtained. Land is 
being prepared for planting in the 
leading corn-producing states in the 
central section. 

The fall-sown crop of oats in the 
southern states was said to be gen- 
eraNy in good condition, and the 
bulk of the crop in the ground in 
the middle west. Some damage to 
the early-sown crop was said to be 
feared as a result of the _ recent 
frosts in Tennessee, Kansas and Ne- 
braska. 

Live stock was described in good 
condition throughout the country, 
with lambing in progress under 
generally favorable conditions ex- 
cept in Arizona, where the desert 
lambing grounds due to drouth are 
the poorest in many years. 

Early seedings of clover and al- 
falfa were reported as damaged 
somewhat by the freeze in the cen- 
tral states. 

Pastures and ranges were declar- 
ed to be generally good.

Resolutions favoring the reten- 
tion of Tech High school as opposed 
to the proposed plan for the con- 
solidation of all the high schools 
of Atlanta, were adopted at a meet- 
ing held Tuesday afternuon at the 
school building, composed of sever- 
al hundred patrons of the institu- 
tion. 

The gathering, which was presid- 
ed over by Mrs. J. E. Andrews, past 
president of the State Federation of 
Parent-Teacher association, was 
featured by an address delivered by 


Professor. W. <A: Sutton, principal 
of Tech High school. Mr. Sutton 
discussed at length the importance 
of the institution remaining as a 
separate school, and the need of 
new facilities for the promotion of 
industrial development in the school 
systems of the city. | 

It was pointed out that: the fact 
Atlanta has more boys attending 
high schools than any other city in 
the world in proportion to size was 
due to the system of individual in- 
stitutions, which tends to encourage 
a friendly rivalry. 

Principal Sutton discussed co-ed- 
ucation and declared he was opposed 
to the plan. The needs of expan- 
sion in technical and industrial ed- 
ucation was stressed to a great de-

Would Cost $75,000,000. 

According to Mr. Arkwright, if 
the city bought the properties own- 
ed by the power company it would 
pay around $75,000,000 for them, and 
they would inevitably be built up 
into a political machine, to the
